In this dungeon the piophet remained 
"many days." 


Not from sympathy, not from right-

At his entreaty he was no longer put. 


down in the mud bottom of the cistern 
but' was allowed to remain a prisoner 
in the courl of the prison, and waa 
granted daily a loaf of bread for bis 
sustenance.

Usually he is an old time 
detective nnd is well enough acquaint- 
ed with detectives and police through- 
out the country to obtain results where 
an amateur would fall.
